It has a piquant, aromatic taste, and is 
usually gathered where it grows wild, 
although it has been successfully cultivated 
in beds containing a mixture of sand and 
rich earth, occasionally supplied with a 
little salt. The common  samphire, 
Crithmum Maritimum, is a perennial 
plant, growing on rocky cliffs near the 
sea. It is almost woody at the base, and

The idea of land purchase in Ireland was to | 


get rid of Irish landlordism, with all the 
evils and miseries it entailed on Ireland, the 
difficulties of government, and the dangers 
to her peace and standing in the world which 
it held for England. It was not bas 
a gesture of benevolence or good-will, either 
to Irish tenant or Irish landlord. 


The first tentative effort by England to rid | 


herself of the burden of Irish landlordism (a 
burden, be it always remembered, of her own 
creation) was by the Irish Church Act, 1869. May 
, though an Irish Catholic, remind Canon 
Fletcher, without offence, that the endowment of

hundred years, pursued a policy 
confiscation of Irish land. Cromwell actually 
put up millions of acres for disposal by lottery, 
in order to raise money to cover the expense 
of his campaign of desolation in Ireland, when 
he should have disposed of King Charles in 
England. Part of the - inducement to 
speculators set out in the prospectus of this 
lottery, of which I have a copy, was the 
romise to re-establish and endow the 
rotestant religion in Ireland. It was en- 
dowed, and, so far as Acts of Parliament 
could do so, it was established. This endow- 
ment atid establishment were, by the Treaty 
of Union, “confirmed and established for 
ever” as the “ United Church of England 
and Ireland ”’ 

In 1869 British statesmen, without the con- 
sent of the “Church of Irelan ,’ and in 
disregard of the Treaty of Union, disestab- 
lished the Church and confiscated her 
property. Part of it was restored as a matter 
of grace or policy, whichever term one ma 
chose to apply, but the lands of the Chure 
were confiscated outright. Fak 

These lands were vested in Commissioners, 
to whom power was given to sell to the 
occupying tenants, and to accept the purchase 
money, one-fourth in cash and three-fourths 
to be secured by a mortgage of the land sold, 
repayable by instalments. ‘he next step 
in the policy of the expropriation of Trish 
landlords was under the Land Act of 1870, by 
which the Irish Board of Works was 
authorised to advance to a tenant two-thirds 
of the money necessary to purchase his 
holding: Next came the Land Act of 1881, 
under which the Irish Land Commission, a 
body set up by that Act, were empowered out 
of moneys in their hands, to advance three- 
fourths of the purchase money, and the 
Treasury were authorised from time to time 
as they might think fit to issue the sums 
required for advances not exceeding the sums 
annually granted by Parliament for the 
purpose. Then came the Land Purchase 
Act of 1885, authorising the Land Com- 
mission to advance the whole purchase 
money on the security of the land

of Treasury bookkeeping—an identity title— 
in no way indicated that the becurity was

Indeed, if Ireland had been swallowed 
up in the sea it would not have caused a 
moment’s anxiety either to the holders of 
the stock or to the British Treasury. Above 
all, it must be borne in mind that between the 
holders of the stock and the tenant ser 
there was no privity whatever. money 
was borrowed by England, and lent on the 
security oí England alone. 

I think this sketch of the history of land 
purchase legislation, for which I am indebted 
to an-eminent lawyer, who is at the same time 
a politician of sound and moderate views, 
shows that the question of the handing over 
of the annuities to the British Treasury is one 
open, as I have always claimed, to discussion, 
and on which side justice and prudence, or 
even strict right, lies, is one for reasonable 
and sober consideration of all the circum- 
stances. A detailed examination of the various 
Acts and of the revisions and modifications 
of previous terms and conditions by subsequent 
Acts would, I am assured, still further 
strengthen this view. 

Canon Fletcher's suggestion that I enter- 
tdin the notion that the land purchase policy of 
England was a swindle is unreasonable. A 
policy may be unenlightened, and may work 
out in great hardship and injustice, and yet 
may imply no more notion of moral wrong- 
doing than any catastrophe of nature—say, 


| an earthquake or a tidal wave—and all I 


suggest is that if there be und for saying 
the present policy of English statesmen is 
workin out in undue, avoidable or 
remediable injury, then it is the duty of all 
who have any say or influence to try to 
adjust the situation. 

Canon Fletcher will pardon me for saying 
I can see neither the meaning nor drift of 
the last paragraph of his letter; but I will, 
in turn, put this question to him. If I took 


from him by force majeure a herd of cattle, 


sold those cattle, and used the money to pay 
off my obligations to some third party, into 
whose pocket would the money ultimately go? 
I do not ask him to commit himself to any 
analogy, and I would ask him not to accuse 
me of begging the question; but I suggest 
it is for reasunable people, indifferent alike 
to de Valera and Mr. Thomas, to con- 
sider the annuities question from every angle, 
and allowing for prepossessions. 

Mr. Cosgrave would take up this matter

STEADY PROGRESS DURING ~ 
THE YEAR. 


The sixty-sixth annual general nesting of 
the members of the Press Association, td., 
was held yesterday at the chief offices, Byron 
House, Fleet street, London, E.C. 4, Mr. 
Edgar Grotrian, of the Hull Daily Mail, 
Chairman of the Association, presiding. 

There was a good attendance. 

In reviewing the work during 1933 the 
Chairman spoke of the steady progress made 
in that period despite the fact that the pre- 
vailing industrial depression had affected the 
newspapers throughout the country. With 
reviving trade conditions, he hoped that the 
subecrites of the Association would find 
themselves able still further to accord it 
their support.

KILKENNY, Tuesday. 


N the Courthouse, Kilkenny, to-day, Mr. 
| J. P. Geraghty, Local Government. In- 
spector, opened a sworn inquiry into the 
performance of its duties by Kilkenny County 
Council. 

Mr. Thomas Drew, Secretary of the County 
Council, stated that the rate estimate was 
adopted in February, 1933, and in March the 
Local Government Department notified a re- 
duction of the agricultural grant by £19,224. 
A resolution was then passed, protesting 
against the reduction, and directing the Secre- 
tary to suspend preparation of the collectors’ 
warrants and the issue of demand notes until 


an undertaking was given by the Government 


putation was appointed to interview. the 
Minister of Local Government on the matter. 
In April the Department wrote, stating that 
it was the duty of the Council te proceed’ to 
provide fully for the requirements of 
the county; that the grant had been 
fixed at the highest possible figure, 
and that there was no reason . for 
further delay im issuing the demand notes. 
Following the reading of that letter, the 
Council, by 16 yotes to 9, confirmed the pre- 
vious decision, directing suspension of the 
preparation of the demand notes and collec- 
tors’ warrants. Subsequently there was a 
threat oí mandamus against the Council, and 
in May the resolution holding: up the pre- 
paration of the warrants and demand notes 
was rescinded by ten votes to two. 


FINDING SURETIES. 


The amount of rates uncollected on Ist 
April, 1933, was £17,577, and on 1st April, 
19354, £45,641.

MR. ANDREW MELLON 
WINS FIRST ROUND.

PITTSBURGH (PA.), Tuesday. 


Mr. Andrew Mellon to-day won the 
first round of his fight with the United 
States Government, which is seeking to 
collect from him £263,816 as 1931 income 
tax arrears, and £132,000 as penalty for 
not having paid it. 

To-day a grand jury composed of twenty- 
one brawny labourers aa clerks turned 
down the Government’s complaint. They 
found the charges to be “not a true 
bill,’ and have thus put a check to the 
proceedings which have been in progress 
for the last three months. 

Mr. Mellon is a former United States 
Secretary of the Treasury, and was at one 
time American Ambassador in London. 

His answer to the announcement of the 
Attorney-Genera] that proceedings would 
be taken against him was that all the 
tax that had been assessed against him 
had been paid, and that the Attorney- 
General’s action was ‘‘politics of the 
crudest sort,” He complained recently 
that the xovernment was  ‘“‘rail- 
roading ’’ him before the grand jury. 

Proceedings were initiated against Mr. 
Mellon for tax evasion last May, but the 
case was dismissed when it came before 
the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Mellon is one of America’s richest 
inen,

PIANISTS EXCEL. 


In the Abbey Lecture Hall Mr. Eric Grant 
had a most entertaining day with the piano- 
forte classes. The standard in the junior 
class, under seventeen years of age, was 
quite high, but the outstanding event was 
the semor pianoforte duets, in which thie 
playing was so artistic that it drew 
from the adjudicator, Mr, Grant, the 
question why all the pianists whom he had 
heard in Dublin had such wonderful com- 
mand of tone colour. It was really a splendid 
tribute to the different schools of pianoforte 
teaching in the city, and would suggest that 
Dublin’s reputation for its pianoforte playing 
is likely to be maintained, as the gift shows 
itself in even the youngest competitors.

DEFECTIVE BREATHING, 


Mr. Keith Falkner said that the Schubert 
song provided a splendid test for contraltos. 
It was a song of big compass, and there was 
no use “‘mezzos”’ trying to sing it. Here 
competitors had the tempo set for them by 
the accompanist whether they liked it or not, 
One or two singers made a fresh start. Most 
of the Schubert songs must go with a swing 
from beginning to end, so that it was rather 
apt to upsc’ the audience when there was a 
break here and there. Most of the com- 
petitors missed the poipe of the leaping 
rhythm—they did not use the consonants 
as stepping-stones, and hardly any of them 
made the big climax at the end. When they 
did go for it they went sharp and lost con- 
trol—the breathing let them down. 

He warned singers against letting phrases 
tail off—proper control of breathing would 
alter that. 

Although he had recalled so many, he ‘shad 
no difficulty finding the winner;, his trouble 
was in placing the second and third, and 
there he had to give it to the singer whose 
performance gripped him the more. 

Referring to the first prize winner (Miss 
Longfield), he said that she had rather 
rushed the tempo of the Schubert, but at the 
end he decided it was the right tempo for 
her. Her voice was unsteady in places, but 
the rhythm carried her through. She was 
also lacking a little in intensity of expres- 
sion, but on the whole was very good. Her 
[Irish song was very good, except in one 
place, where the pitch was a little awry.

He thought that there had been 
a lot more rehearsal this year, and evidently 
some of the trids had definitely got together 
and tried to get some sort of ensemble. He 
could not understatid, however, why when 
they had to sing slowly that they must drag 
the singing. hat was very noticeable in 
the Armstrong Gibbs’ piece, where he wanted 
all of them to keep the rhythm going. In 
many cases the balance and tone was lovely, 
but the thing dragged too much. The second 
piece (Walker’s ‘‘ Hark, hark, the lark’’) 
was, he thought, one of the hardest things to 
sing, The chording wa: extraordinarily 
difficult, and he pi not really say how 
many wrong notes were sung. One trio, how- 
ever, Jumped up he) aes ol by their per- 
formance of the second piece—it really put 
them into third place. le was not Flaiiiil 
with the first song of this trio. The blend 
was nice, but the soprano slurred too much 
and the pitch was not always true, and-there 
was not enough life in the singing. 

Referring to the first prize winners, he 
said that they made a good start—full of 
colour—in the Armstrony Gibbs’ song, but 
they should have kept the rhythm’ going 
better. They were a little wobbly at the 
end. When they sang the song in the recall 
he was more impressed. t was. well 
rehearsed, and he felt it as an ensemble. In 
the ‘Hark, Hark, the Lark” song the 
chording was not clear, but he would hke to 
hear a trio that could get it clear—it would 
need terrific rehearsal. The second prize- 
Winners created an impression that was 
very good, but in one or two places in the 
first song the phrases petered out at the 
end. The rhythm was not steady or even 
In the other song (‘‘ Hark, Hark, the 
Lark ’’) they had got good time, and the 
general impression was good, but in the 
difficult chording théy let him down, and 
they also let him down in pitch, which was 
not always true. The balance was good on 
the whole, and there was a nice fee ing for 
the words.

Result—Special Prize—A silver rose. bowl 
was won by Miss Renee Flynn; 26 Clarinda 
Park East, Dun Laoghaire, with 91 marks, 
for two songs. 

Very highly commended—Miss Dorothy

These three singers scored 89 marks for 
their first two songs, and, when they were 
recalled, scored 90 marks each for their next 
song.

Mr. Henderson picked out one of the three 
singers highly commended for special praise. 
This was Mr, M. R. O’Higgins, who was, 
he ‘thought, one of the most beautiful baritone 
singers he had ever heard. That quality of 
voice was sufficient to get him anywhere in 
the musical world, but he had not yet got 
a good legato into it. If he could do that 
and, perenne, amplify the voice a little more, 
then he would be one of the finest and most 
beautiful voices in these countries.

He 
said that, despite the 1932 Act, there were 
many people suffering severely from the 
excessive rents charged. In the majority of 
cases where exorbitant rents were levied 
the owners were big property owners, builders 
and money-fenders. There were between four 
and five thousand cases in Belfast of tenants 
suffering from excessive rents due to the fact 
that their houses were not subject to control. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) ‘said that the 
deal with this 
question had resulted in chaos and disorder 
and grave injustice to the tenants. 

The Attorney-General said that houses 
of the value of £8 to £26 were still 
under control until 1936, unless they came 
under the control of the owner. ‘The only 
satisfactory soluticn of the housing problem 
was to have sufficient houses built to ease the 
situation. ‘The value of house property had 
gone up, and members opposite should re- 
member that some rents might go up if rent 
courts were established. 


SUPPLY AND DEMAND. 

They were, he said, rapidly approaching 
the time when there would be a free market 
for houses, and then the ordinary Jaws of 
supply and demand would operate. 

Mr. A, Black, K.C, (Unionist) said that 
the Rent Restriction Acts had operated 
reasonably well. In some cases, however, 
there had been scandalous increases in rents, 
and he suggested that in such cases the 
Tenants’ Associations should issue a public 
list, setting out the names of the landlords 
concerned. 

Mr. J. J. McCarroll (Nationalist) said that 
greyhounds were housed under hetter condi- 
tions to-day than many families in Northern 
Ireland. 

On a division, the motion was defeated by 
17 votes to 7. 


NEWRY COUNCILS. 

Mr. W. Grant (Unionist) asked the 
Minister of Home Affairs whether, in view 
of the decision of the various Newry 
Councils not to present an address on the 
occasion of the royal visit of the Duke of 
Gloucester, the Government was prepared to 
supersede these Councils by appointing com- 
missioners ? 

Mr. G. B. Hanna, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Minister of Home Affairs, said that 
the powers of the Minister in connection 
with the dissolution of local authorities were 
confined to cases where the local authorities 
in question had failed, refused or else were 
unable to carry out their statutory duties. 

Sir Basil Brooks announced that the new 
fees for registered exporters of agricultural 
produce would be as follows :—Either (a) an 
annual fee, which will not exceed £10: or 
(b) a fee not exceeding three per cent. of 
the value of the regulated product removed 
by the registered dealer to Great Britain: 
or (c) both an annual charge not exceeding 
£10 and a fee not exceeding three per cent, 
of the value of the regulated: product removed 
by the registered dealer. to Great Britain.
